Loan repayments out of this 
income is estimated at approxi- 
mately $270,000, but does not 
include provision for repaying 
the loans taken out in the 
1965.66 year and which re. 
quire an annual repayment of

There Will be no significent

LOWEST AND HIGHEST 


Cr J. J. Ginifer says Altona’s rates are 
the lowest. He gives facts and figures to 
show that an average householder pays lower 
charges than those applying in neighbour- 
ing municipalities. His statement is correct 
and to the same point he might have indica- 
ted that given three similar industrjes in Al- 
tona, Footscray and Sunshine, other things 
being equal the Altona industry would pay 
the lowest rates. 


Cr Ginifer was countering a report in 
the ‘Footscray Advertiser” to the effect that 
Altona pays the highest charges. 


The statement in the ‘Advertiser’ is 
based on a comparison of the relative average 
rates paid by al! ratepayers (industrial as well 
as domestic). Altona ranks higher here be- 
cause of the incidence of highly capitalised 
industry. 


Such a comparison in no way weakens 
Cr Ginifer’s contention and is largely mean- 
ingless, except to show the high revenue per 
acteoe ratepayer available to Altona Coun- 
cillors, 





It is hard to say how long Altona will 
maintain its present advantageous rate posi- 
tion, 


Any further substantial addition to Al- 
tona’s loan debt could and probably will mean 
increased rates to cover the higher charges 
for debt services. 


Total net annual valuation of the Shire 
will grow and so increase the sum of rates 
receivable. Against this factor must be 
reckoned the general rises in costs and the 
natural growth of services in the Shire. 





Altona may find it difficult to maintain 
its present low rate. 


A higher rate in its developmental years 
would not necessarily be a bad thing for 
Altona. Providing all funds are allocated to 
the best advantage there is every need to see 
every possible effort is made’ to ensure the 
progress of the Shire.

What is the purpose 


of a swimming pool? 


Does Altona need one? 


What will it cost?

The answers to these basic

- The purpose of a swimming 
pool may be said to be three- 
fold— 

1, To provide the most effici- 
cient facilities for swimm- 
ing classes; 

To give young people the 
opportunity to indulge in 
competitive swimming un- 
der ideal conditions; 

To provide healthy recrea- 
tion for citizens and their 
familles, 

Altona needs a swimming 


pool, 

Shallow beach water while 
safe for toddlers, is always an 
insidious menace for older 
non-swimmers, The very 
nearness of the sea makes it 
more important for swimming 
training in Altona, 

The Life Saving Club in 
Altona has done a wonderful 
job in teaching the young in 
the open water—but under 
great difficulty. They would 
be the first to advocate the 
need of the facilities only to 
be obtained in a modern pool, 

Too long have our children 
been at a disadvantage in

These are the main grounds 
for a swimming pool. Most 
mature swimmers like the 
open sea water-though some 
of course prefer pool swimm- 
ing.

Altona 
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Council Discusses 
Swimming Pool — 


An attempt by Cr W. L. J. Crofts to call a public 
meeting to learn the desires of the people. in re 
gard to a swimming pool and, ‘if wanted, to dis- 


‘cuss ways and means of financing such a project 
for the Shire was defeated at Altona Council meet- 


ing last week. 


Although at first Cr Crofts was sup- 
‘ported by Cr G. den Dulk and from his re- 
marks Cr A. Bond, an amendment moved 
by Cr H. W. Lee referring the matter to a 
council committee for consideration was 


carried five votes to 


one. 


Cr K. Jurga, not wishing to.vote with his Labor 
colleagues (Crs Bond, den Dulk, Ginifer, Lee and 
Fisher), refrained from voting, Cr Crofts voted 


against the amendment. 


Early in the meeting Cr. 
Crofts expressed his dissatis- 
faction with the answer to a 
question he asked ;egarding 
Council plans for a pool. He 
asked if the Council or any 
Committee had considered. the 
construction of swimming 
pools in the Shire and if so, 
where, or are there any ten- 
tative plans for them, 


Having been chairman of 
the Parks, Foreshore and Prop- 
erties Committee when this 
committee discussed the build. 
ing of a pool Cr. H. W, Lee 
replied, 


He said the committee con. 
sidered eventually three pools 
Would be established in the 
Shire—one centrally, one at 
Altona North and if develop. 
ment of Altona West comes 
to fruition one in this area. 


Cr. Lee alleged the reason 
the matter was not brought 
forward was the position 
which developed in relation 
to Trugariina Reserve. (It may 
be remembered the council 
made a cash offer for this Re. 
serve). It was decided not to 
commit the Shire to the tre- 
mendous expense of swimming 
Pools until a decision was 
received from the Premier on 
the fate of the Reserve. After 
more than twelve months wait 
there is still no decision. 


Cr. Lee said because the 
biggest problem is develop- 
ment of the Reserve, financi- 
ally it became the major con- 
sideration. However, the 
committee recommended that 
as soon as finance is available, 
Altona is to have swimming 
pools. : 


Cr. Crofts said his quest. 
ion was answered but he was 
hot satisfied. 


PUBLIC MEETING 


Later the same night Cr. 
Crofts moved a motion that a 
public meeting be called to 
discuss ways and means of 
raising finance for a pool. 


He suggested relevent de- 
tails of costs be obtained as 
he is not sure a pool would be 
a great expense—it may or 
may not be, 


Cr.Crofts considered a pub- 
lic meeting would be one way 
of learning the desires of the 
People. : 

Cr. G. den Dulk, although 
doubtful of the number who 
would attend the meeting sec- 
onded the motion. 


He said a similar meeting 
several years ago was attend-. 
ed by five or six people. 


Cr. den’ Dulk stated he did 
not agree entirely with Cr. 
Crofts remarks but he agreed 
they should explore all aven- 
ues open to them. He sugges- 
ted that at the meeting the 
opportunity also could be 
taken to explain to the people 
plans previously made- by the 
Council. 


Two years ago a City of 
Brisbane | representative vis- 
ited Altona and Cr. den Dulk 
said an invitation to investi- 
gate Queensland swimming 
pools was accepted and he re- 
ported results of his investiga- 
tion to Council.

Cr. A, W, Bond expressed 
concern about a report in a 
booklet received from Sydney.
